Listing IO “desirable” objectiv es 
headed by neu trality law rev i­ 
sion, Senate Leader Barkley (D- 
Ky ) ou tlined a legislativ e pro­ 
gram today that he said wou ld 
keep congress in session u ntil 
late in Ju ne. 
Conspicu ou s by their absence 
from Barkley ’s list were amend­ 
ments proposed by bu sinessmen 
and the AFL to the labor rela­ 
tions act, as well as su ggested 
consolidation of corporate tax es 
into one general lev y . 
Barkley , who conferred y ester­ 
day with President Roosev elt on 
the legislativ e program, enu mer­ 
ated three tax objectiv es — tem­ 
porary “freezing” of social se­ 
cu rity pay roll tax es at present 
lev els, continu ance of so-called 
nu isance tax es, and approv al of 
reciprocal state and federal sal­ 
ary lev ies. 
Besides these tax objectiv es 
and neu trality , Barkley said con­ 
gress shou ld enact: 
Railroad relief legislation. 
A cotton ex port su bsidy plan 
as su ggested Tu esday by Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt. 
An emergency appropriation 
for the WPA as well as relief 
fu nds for the nex t fiscal y ear. 
Legislation to ex pand and con­ 
tinu e hou sing activ ities. 
The remaining portions of the 
national defense program. 
The annu al departmental ap­ 
propriations bills. 
Barkley said it was his “con­ 
serv ativ e estimate” that congress 
cou ld wind u p its work between 
Ju ne 15 and Ju ly L 
The Democratic leader said he 
had opposed, as a member of the 
foreign relations committee, the 
committee’s decision y esterday 
to hold pu blic hearings, begin­ 
ning nex t Wednesday , on a half 
dozen proposals to rev ise the 
neu trality act. 
“I think that whatev er is 
done,” Barkley said, “ou ght to be 
done wih all possible speed to 
av oid not only u ncertainty here, 
bu t to av oid u ncertainty abroad 
as to what we intend doing.” 
Observ ing that proposed Wag­ 
ner act changes present contro­ 
v ersial issu es, Barkley said it was 
his opinion some of the differ­ 
ences ov er operation of the act 
might be worked ou t by admin­ 
istrativ e changes u nder the law 
as it stands. 
He said he foresaw no fu nda­ 
mental changes in the crop con­ 
trol act, commenting it might be 
possible to solv e the problem of 
low farm income by appropria­ 
tions u nder the present law.

WAGE, HOUR HW 
BRINO CHARGES 


W ashington, M arch 30 
(ZP) — 
Elmer F. Andrews, wage-hou r 
adm inistrator, said today the 
8 ,000 comp laints of v iolations of 
the law had resu lted in only fou r 
crim inal cases. Thre of the de­ 
fendants hav e p leaded gu ilty . 
An insu fficient nu m ber of in­ 
sp ectors was giv en as one rea­ 
son for the few cou rt actions, 
bu t eq u ally im p ortant, officials 
said, were Andrews* u nwilling­ 
ness to p roceed in any bu t air­ 
tight cases and the disp osition of 
bu siness men to co-op erate after 
warnings of comp laints. 
“I su p p ose we’re doing v ery 
well,” Andrews said in an inter­ 
v iew. “I t’s hard to tell, becau se 
we hav en’t enou gh money for a 
research staff to get together 
actu al bu siness figu res. 
“Bu t 
any way 
p eop le 
don’t 
come in and criticize u s.” The 
soft-v oiced New York er had a 
slow smile and a slightly dep rec­ 
atory gestu re. “May be they ju st 
hate to say things to ou r face.” 
His associates ex p lained the 
fact another way . They claim it 
is du e to Andrews’ p eaceable dis­ 
p osition. 
/ 
He emp hasized th a t changes 
in the wage-hou r law which he 
req u ested y esterday rep resented 
the work of conferences between 
himself and members of con­ 
gress. The p rop osals were intro­ 
du ced by Chairm an Norton, (D- 
NJ) of the hou se labor commit­ 
tee. 
They inclu ded these changes: 
Elim inate from the 44-hou r 
week req u irem ent those work ers 
mak ing $200 or more a m onth. 
Sp ecify hou rs’ ex emp tions for 
agricu ltu ral indu stries more p ar­ 
ticu larly and base them on sea­ 
sonality and p erishability of the 
p rodu cts p rocessed. 
Giv e Andrews’ interp retations 
of the law weight in cou rt so 
th a t an emp loy er who abides by 
them may not be p enalized later, 
if the order is ov erru led by the 
cou rt. 
Ex emp t telep hone switchboard 
op erators in small ex changes. 
Andrews said he thou ght many 
states wou ld enact sim ilar wage- 
hou r legislation when the new­ 
ness’wears off the idea. Already 
Av e states hav e p assed laws sp e­ 
cifically au thorizing their labor 
dep artm ents to co-op erate with 
the federal wage-hou r div ision 
on enforcement. 
The job of law enforcem ent is 
one of Andrews’ biggest worries. 
His assistants say a t least 600 in­ 
sp ectors are needed to mak e 
rou tine calls on indu strial p lants.

AN INJUSTICE ENDED 
Immun ity from in come tax ation en joy ed by 
employ es an d officials of gov ern men t has alway s 
been in comprehen sible to the lay min d. It has 
in v olv ed an elemen t of in justice n either un der­ 
stan dable n or defen sible. Now, at last, the Un it­ 
ed States Supreme Court in a sign ifican t opin ion 
has ruled that a state can tax the in come of an 
employ e of a federal agen cy , an d that the federal 
gov ern men t can tax the in come of a state or an y 
other employ e. 
This decision , which deals specifically with the 
efforts of New York state an d Utah to tax the 
in come of federal employ es, is sign ifican t because 
it represen ts a sharp departure from a prin ciple 
which has lon g been tradition al. Its tan gible 
ben efits will be reflected in substan tially in creas­ 
ed rev en ues for the federal gov ern men t an d those 
state gov ern men ts that hav e also gon e in to the 
busin ess of pen alizin g in dustry an d ability . 
Immun ities from in come tax ation en joy ed by 
public employ es has lon g been a con trov ersial 
issue an d on e that has giv en rise to ex treme bit­ 
tern ess of feelin g amon g tax pay ers gen erally who 
hav e, quite reason ably , taken the position that 
public employ es hav e been giv en the ben efit of 
an u n ju st econ omic adv an tage. 
The Supreme Court recogn izes the fun damen t­ 
al in equality of the ex emption , also its un soun d­ 
n ess as a prin ciple of law, holdin g that a court 
can n ot be justified in declarin g that “the tax ­ 
pay er is clothed with the implied con stitution al 
tax immun ity of the gov ern men t by which he is 
employ ed.” 
Con sidered from an y v iewpoin t, the decision of 
the Supreme Court is memorable. It has en ded a 
tradition that has n o basis in law or in justice, 
an d it has required public employ es to share in 
the main ten an ce of the gov ern men ts that pro­ 
v ide them with the mean s of an easy liv in g. 


REPLACEMENT TAXES 
It is ev ery where con ceded that real estate is 
bearin g an un due portion of the cost of gov ern ­ 
men t an d 'that real estate ought to hav e tax re­ 
lief. On e of the fav orite formulas proposed for 
reliev in g real estate in v olv es replacemen t tax es. 
This is kn own also as broaden in g the tax base. 


The argumen t of propon en ts is that other tax es, 
such as sales an d in come tax es, would prov ide 
rev en ue for local gov ern men ts which would take 
some of the curse off real estate. But what ac­ 
tually happen s? 
The New Jersey State Chamber of Commerce 
has been lookin g ov er n in e states that hav e in ­ 
v oked “replacemen t” tax es. It fin ds that in Cal­ 
iforn ia, New York, Colorado, Iowa, Kan sas, Mich­ 
igan an d Pen n sy lv an ia real estate tax es, n ow ex ­ 
ceed the lev els prev ailin g when “replacemen t 
tax es” were imposed. In Illin ois an d Ohio realty 
tax es are rapidly approachin g what they were 
before the tax base was broaden ed. Colorado, 
Michigan , New York, Pen n sy lv an ia an d Ohio are 
con fron ted with deficits. 
The surv ey prov es what has so lon g been ar­ 
gued by oppon en ts of n ew tax es, to wit: That 
replacemen t tax es replace n othin g,-perman en tly ; 
that the spen ders keep right on spen din g, an d 
that there’s n o substitute for econ omy .

A WIND-FALL 
New En glan d took a n ew lease on life this last 
week an d of all thin gs through the mean s of a 
boost in the tariff.

Rome, March 30 (ZP)—Premier 
Mussolin i today affirmed Italy ’s 
in ten tion n ot to remain “a pris­ 
on er 
in

Mediterran ean ” 
while Fascists studied with dis­ 
fav or last n ight’s address of Pre­ 
mier Daladier of Fran ce. 
Virgin io Gay da, leadin g Fas­ 
cist editor, summed up Italian 
reaction to Daladier’s speech 
with the assertion that the 
ren ch premier wan ted to “shut 
tight the half-closed door” to 
Fren ch-Italian n egotiation s. 
II Duce spoke on ly briefly dur- 
n g an in spection tour of Cal­ 
abria, the prov in ce in the tpe of 
Italy . 
Gay da, who wrote in ll Gior- 
n ale d’ltalia, tempered his com­ 
men t with the statemen t: 
Italy is n ot impatien t. She 
can wait an d she waits. . . . His­ 
tory will on e day tell whether 
this has n ot decisiv e v alue in the 
presen t dramatic momen t of Eu­ 
rope which would clarify an d se­ 
cure position s on ce for all.” 
‘It is cl^ear by n ow,” Gay da 
con cluded, “that the Fren ch gov ­ 
ern men t does n ot wish to dis­ 
cuss fu rther either territories or 
rights. It wishes to separate it­ 
self from Italy an d stiffen itself 
with its ‘n ev er.’ 
‘So n othin g remain s but to 
con sider the problem of Italor 
Fren ch relation s^-still open from 
its foun dation an d aggrav ated— 
an d pass on to other subjects 
without, howev er, takin g our ey es 
off that problem for an in stan t. 
At Cosen za where ll Duce halt­ 
ed briefly he told the assembled 
town speople that Italy “Does n ot 
in ten d to remain a prison er in 
the Mediterran ean .”
